Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Report  on  the  state  of  the  public 
health  in  this  district  during  the  year  ending  31st  December  1964, 


INTRODUCTION 


The  health  of  a  community  is  not  easily  measured.  Mortality  sta¬ 
tistics  have,  of  course,  been  available  for  maim/  decades  and  conclusions 
have  been  drawn  from  them  as  to  the  health  of  the  people.  In  1964 ,  the 
average  age  at  death  of  Wymondham  residents  was  sixty  seven  years  which 
indicates  a  close  approach  to  the  traditional  allocation  of  three  score 
years  and  ten  even  though  it  compares  rather  unsatisfactorily  with  a 
life  expectancy  at  birth  in  England  and  Wales  of  68,0  years  for  males 
and  73,  9  for  females.  .However,  there  is  more  to  health  than  long  life 
and  it  could  be  held  that  the  healthy  person  is  he  who  keeps  fit  and 
active  during  his  allotted  span  rather  than  he  who  lives  a  greater  num¬ 
ber  of  years  but  in  indifferent  health.  Unfortunately  there  are  few 
available  statistics  of  sickness  or  morbidity  and  the  most,  reliable  of 
them,  the  National  Insurance  benefit  figures,  are  of  limited  help 
because  they  apply  only  to  employed  persons  and  to  those  interruptions 
of  positive  health  that  cause  absence  from  work.  The  notifications  of 
infectious  disease  were  once  a  reasonable  index  of  the  health  of  the 
community  because-  so  much  of  the  sum  total  of  the  national  morbidity 
was  attributable  to  such  illness.  This,  of  course,  is  no  longer  true 
and  although  the  section  of  the  report  on  infectious  diseases  will  show 
that  Wymondham  had  an  uneventful  year,  this  fact  has  only  limited  pub¬ 
lic  health  significance, 

A  medical  officer  of  health  does  not,  therefore,  depend  only  on 
statistics  in  judging  the  state  of  health  of  a  community  for  which  he 
is  responsible.  It  is  necessary  to  form  a  subjective  impression  and 
this  is  much  helped  by  liaison  with  general  prac titioners  and  discussion 
as  to  the  trend  of  health  and  disease  in  their  patients,  whilst  the 
school  and  child  welfare  clinics  offer  a  unique  opportunity  of  examin¬ 
ing  the  healthy  as  well  as  the  sick.  From  these  sources  the  conclusion 
is  clear  that  health  has  never  been  better.  The  standard  of  living  has 
continued  to  rise  and  standards  of  health  have  risen  with  it.  Nutrition 
is  excellent  and  this  means  that  many  illnesses  are  avoided  altogether 
or,  being  contracted,  are  shaken  off  more  easily.  Education,  too,  has 
played  a  very  considerable  part  in  enabling  the  people  to  avoid  disease 
or  to  co-operate  successfully  in  the  treatment  of  established  disease. 
Beyond  these  national  factors  that  have  their  bearing  on  health,  Norfolk 
people  have  the  added  advantage  of  living  in  a  clean  atmosphere.  There 
is  a  very  striking  contrast  between  the  amount  of  chronic  respiratory 
disease  here  and  in  the  industrialized  parts  of  .Britain, 

By  most  standards  then,  the  state  of  health  has  been  good  but  there 
is  a  less  satisfactory  side  of  the  picture.  Mention  was  made  in  the 
1963  Report  of  the  years  of  life  lost  by  those  who  die  in  middle  age  and 
there  has  been  no  subsequent  evidence  that  this  important  tragedy  of  our 


times  is  "becoming  any  less.  The  tragedy  lies  not  only  in  the  loss  of 
people  7/ho  are  at  the  peak  of  their  working  lives  and  often  involved  in 
the  maximum  of  family  responsibility  but  also  in  the  probability  that 
many  of  the  deaths  might  have  been  prevented.  Figures  are  now  avails 
able  to  show  the  years  of  working  lif.e.  lost  by  per s ojn,s.  dy ing  in  England 
and  Wales  in  1963  between  the  ages  of  15  a^d  64  years.  They  demonstrate 
that  nearly  half  (49/  )  of  the  7/a 3 ted  years  were  due  to  one  of  three 
diseases  or  to  accidents.  The  percentage  of  the  total  v/astage  that  was

A  vast  amount  of  research  work  is  constantly  going  forward  to  add 
to  our  knowledge  of  how  to  prevent  these  deaths  but  it  is  important  not 
only  to  look  hopefully  to  the  future  but  to  consider  whether  our  present 
knowledge  is  properly  used.  It  is  probable  that  the  public  is  not  very 
well  served  by  the  press  in  this  respect  because  publicity  is  given  to 
subjects  cf  "news  value"  and  the  news  value  of  a  topic  is. more  related 
to  its  unusual  nature  than  to  its  importance.  One  appreciates,  of 
course,  that  the  press  is  -primarily  concerned  with  selling  newspapers 
and  not  r/ith  educating'  the  public  but  it  remains  unfortunate,  for 
example,  that  accidents  involving  radio-activity  are  given  exhaustive 
coverage,  although  it  is  now  likely  that  they  present  no  real  hazard, 
whilst  seven  thousand,  annual  deaths  on  the, road  receive  no  more  than 
passing  mention  as  incident s ■  and  the  very  occasional  general  comment  in 
the  editorial  column.  The  twenty-five  thousand  lung  cancer  deaths  get 
a  good  deal  less  publicity  and  the  tobacco  manufacturers  contribute 
generously  to  the  newspapers 1  advertising  revenue. 

What  can  the  public  do  to  reduce  this  loss  of  life  insofar  as  our 
present  knowledge  extends?  Cancer  is  not  generally  preventable  but  is 
generally  curable  if  the  diagnosis  is  made  early.  Unfortunately  there 
is  still  a  proportion  of  people  who  do  not  realize  this  and  they  some¬ 
times  keep  a  symptom  secret  for  fear  of  having  their  suspicions  con¬ 
firmed.  The  common  cancers  of  breast,  stomach, -bowel  and  uterus  all 
lend  themselves  to  early  treatment  and  the  outlook  is  then  excellent. 

On  the  other  hand  the  commonest  site  of  all  cancers  is  now  the  lung  and 
this,  together  with  various  less  important  growths,  is  preventable.  It 
is  seen  from  the  above  figures  that  the  latter  disease  is  responsible 
for  3/  of  ^e  wasted  years. and  it  follows  that  the  individual  may 
smoke  as  hard  as  he  is  able  and  still  expect,  on  chance,  to  die  of  some¬ 
thing-other  than  lung  cancer,  however,  it  might  he  held  that  the  gamble 
is  not  the  act  of  a  responsible  individual  am  •  to  encourage,  or  even 
permit,  a  young  person  to  start  smoking  is  certainly  a  great  deal  less 
responsible. 

What  to  do  about  coronaiy  disease  is  less  clear  and  various  ideas, 
such  as  the  use  of  vegetable  in  place  of  animal  fat,  have  been  rejected. 
However,  a  few  things  are  certain  - 

(a)  Physical  activity  tends  to  protect  and  the  sedentary 
life  tends  to  promote  coronary  disease. 

(b)  Over  eating  and  overweight  favours  this  disease.

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(c)  Coronary  disease  is.  common  in' communities  in  which 
the  tempd  of  life  is  brisk  e.g.  Britain,  U. S.A.  j 
whilst  it  is  rare  in  the  undeveloped  countries; 

(d)  The  risk  of  coronary  thrombosis  in  cigarette  smokers 

is  twice  that  in  non-smokers. 

Bronchitis,  the  English  disease,  is  particularly  a  problem  of  our 
industrial  areas  and  it  is  not  intended  to  dwell  on  it.  It  is  tb  be 
hoped  that  the  extension  of  smoke  control  will  before  ...long  have  an 
effect  on  this  national  disgrace.

Finally,  it  is  not  for  me  to  pontificate  on  the  subject  of  acci¬ 
dental  deaths  but  there  would  be  little  argument  that  a  large  propor¬ 
tion  of  them  must  be  regarded  as  preventable.  The  England  and  Titles 
figures  for  1964  (1963  in  brackets)  may  be  of  interest  -

Mr,  R.F,  Hudson,  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  and  Surveyor 
served  through' the  year,  being  assisted  by  Mr,  D»C.,  Thompson,  Public 
Health  Inspector.  The  volume  of  work  undertaken  by  the  health"- inspec¬ 
tors  increases  year  by  year,  particularly  in  regard  to  building  .'control , 
and  this  trend  will  continue.  The  work  load  was' also  ad.ded  to  -in  1964 
by  the  c  oming  into  operation  of  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises 
Act  of  19^3?  both  public  health  inspectors  having’  been  appointed  autho¬ 
rised  inspectors  for  the  purposes  of  the  Act.  A  junior  ass  is  taut  was 
engaged  in  the  middle  of  the  year  and  commenced  duties  in  the  Public 
Health  Department. 


VITAL  STATISTICS 

(a)  General 

The  Registrar -General  provides  data ' giving,  for  each  District,  the 
annual  number  of  live  and  still  births  and  details  of  deaths  by  age,  sex 
and  cause.  He  also  makes  an  estimate  of  the  popul ation  and  from  all 
this  it  is  possible  to  work  out  the  following  rates  and  these  can  be 
compared  with  the  corresponding  rates  for  England  and  /ales.  However, 
it  is  sometimes  unwise  to  draw  any  rigid  conclusion  from  the  comparison 
because  certain  of  the  local  calculations  depend  on  very  smell  numbers. 
The  birth  and  death  rates,  on  the  other  hand,  are  based  on  larger 
numbers  and  can  more  reasonably  be  compared  with  the  national  rates 
after  correction  for  age  differences  as  between  the  district  and  the 
nation, 

(b)  Populat  ion 

The  mid-year  population  of  Fymondham  Urban  District  in  1 964  was 
estimated  at  6,030  can  pared  with  5  >920  in  1963. 

(c)  Births 


There  were  99  live  births  in  1964  -  40  boys  and  51  girls.  The 
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crude  birth  rate  (live  births  per  1,000  population)  was  therefore  16. 4 
and  the  corrected  rate  17*  f*  This  compares  with  a  I963  corrected  VTymond- 
ham  rate  of  16.1  and  with  a  provisional  rate  for  England  and  Wales  in 
I964  cf  18;4‘live  births  per' 1,000  population. 

There  were  7  illegitimate  births  compared  with  5  in  1963*  and  2 
in  1962. 

Four  infants  were  born  prematurely  and  one  failed  to  survive, 

(d)  Stillbirths 


One  was  notified  giving  a  still  birth  rate  of  10.1  still  births 
per  1,000  total  births,  this  comparing  with  a  provisional  national 
figure  of  16.  3. 

(e)  Infant  Mortality 

The  England  and  Wales  infant  mortality  rate  was  again  the  lowest 
ever,  being" 20.0  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  per  1,000  live  births. 
Three  such  deaths  occurred  in  Wymondbam  and  the  rate  was  therefore  30*3 
deaths  per  1,000  live  births.  One  of  these  infants  was  premature  and 
two  had  a  congenital  malformation  the  cause  of  which,  in  each  case, 
being  entirely  unknown. 

( f )  Deaths 


Deaths  numbered  91  compared  with  7Q  in  1963*  The  crude  death  rate 
was  therefore  15*1  deaths  per  1,000  population  and  the 'adjusted  rate 
was  14.0.  This  latter  compares  with  an  England  and  Wales  provisional 
rate  for  1964  of  11.3  deaths  per  1,000  population.  It  will  be  appre¬ 
ciated  that  in  any  single  year  only  a  few  excess  deaths  will  be  suffi¬ 
cient  to  produc  e 'a  "  sharp  increase  in  the  death  rate.  The  1964  trend  is 
no  longer  apparent  in  1965  and  deaths  in  the  first  half  of  the  current 
year  number  35  against  42  in  the  same  period  of  1964. 

The  causes  of  death  are  listed  in  Table  11  and  it  will  be  seen 
from  Table  10  that  43  pf  the  total  of  91  deaths  occurred  at  75  years  or 
moire  of  age,  a  proportion  of  4 &f°  which  is  somewhat  more  satisfactory 
than  the  1963  figure  of  457**  The  matter  of  premature  death  and  life 
wastage  has  already  been  discussed  in  general  terrAs.  What  of  'Tymondham? 
It  emerges  that  there  were  21  deaths  (15  men  and  6  women)  in  the  age 
group  15  to  65  years  and  the  number  of  these  attributable  to  the  causes 
already  discussed  is  as  follows  (1963  data  in  brackets).

There  we  re  three  accidental  deaths,  two  on  the  road  (and  including 

a  teenage  cyclist)  and  one  in  the  home.  Throe  persons  coranitted  suicide 

and  two  young  or  middle  aged  men  died  of  acute  infection,  an  indication, 

perhaps,  that  infectious  disease  still  presents  an  important  hazard*

COMMJNIC ABLE  DISUSES 

Thirty  eight  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  notified  during 
1964  ,  the  details  "being  appended  in  'Tables  15  and  1 6.  It  will  be  seen 
that  37  °f  these  were  of  MEASLES  and  occurred  in  the  early  months  of 
the  year  as  an  extension  of  the  1963  epidemic.  The  remaining  notifica¬ 
tion  was  of  acute  influenzal  RTEOMONIn  ,  a.  case  which  unfortunately 
proved  fatal. 

In  addition,  WEIL  1  S  DISEASE  was  reported  in  a  middle  aged  man  who 
had  very  probably  had  contact  with  rats. 

No  case  of  FOOD  POISONING  nor  of  DYSENTERY  was  notified  for  the 
third  successive  year,  although  one  Wymondham  resident  contracted 
salmonellosis  elsewhere  and  was  kept  under  observation.  At  a  time  when 
the  national  incidence  of  these  diseases  of  imperfect  hygiene  has  been 
rising,  the  Wymondham  experience  is  most  satisfactory. 

Epidemic  nausea  and  VOMITING  was  troublesome  on  two  occasions  in 
the  year.  This  illness  is  fortunately  very  mild  but  has  a  high  infec- 
tivity  and  may  involve  more  than  half  the  pupils  of  a  school  in  one 
outbreak.  It  is  presumed  to  be  due  to  a  virus,  although  no  single 
virus  has  yet  been  identified,  and  is  probably  spread  by  droplet  infec¬ 
tion.  Certainly  the  ordinary  rules  of  personal  and  food  hygiene  seem 
to  offer  little  protection. 


ENVIRONMENTAL  HYGI EME 


The  many  aspects  of  this  subject  are  dealt  with  fully  in  the  appen¬ 
ded  report  of  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  and  the  following  para¬ 
graphs  are  intended  only  as  a  general  review. 

(a)  Housing; 

The  1961  Census  report  is  in  the  course  of  publication,  part  by 
part,  and  the  following  figures  in  regard  to  housing'  conditions  are  now 
available,

It.  emerges  from.  ..these- figures  that  whilst  Dymondham.  does  not  suffer 
overcrowding,  there  is  nevertheless  scope  for  the  extension  of  modern 
housing  amenities-.  There- has*  of-cocirsey  treen  considerable  advance  since 
I96I  hoth  in  enc  ouraging  provision  of  basic  housing  amenities  by  the 
award  of  standard  improvement  grants  and  in  requiring  the  clearance  of 
dwellings  unfit  for  habitation  and  unsuited  to  modernisation.  In  the 
same  period  a  considerable  length  of  new  water  main  has  been  laid. 

Modernisation  of  Council’s  own  property  has  been  proc. eeding  well 
in  the  last  four  years  and  about.  100  dwellings  .have  been  completed, 
leaving  some  140  to  be  dealt  with. 

(b)  Sewage  Disposal 

1964  was  a  year  of  disappointment.  The  capacity  of  the  .’sewage 
works  had  been  greatly  increased  in  1962  and  although  there  had  been  no 
consequent  improvement  in  the  quality  of  the  effluent,  it  was  thought 
that  this  was  probably  due  to  the  severe  winter  having  set  back  biolo¬ 
gical  activity  in  the  filters. 

As  time  went  on  it  became  clear  that  the  problem  was  more  fundamen¬ 
tal  and  the  following  investigations  proceeded  throughout  1964. 

( i)  Examination  was  made  of  crude  sewage,  of  -sewage  after  sedimen¬ 
tation  and  of  sewage  effluent  on  leaving  both  the  old  and  the  new  fil¬ 
tration  bods.  This  shaved  firstly  that  the  sedimentation  tanks  were 
working  satisfactorily  and  secondly  that  both  sets  of  filter  beds  were 
inefficient. 

( ii)  The  crude  sewage  was  found  to  be  abnormally  alkaline,  doubt¬ 
less  due  to  a  large  content  of  laundry  waste,  and  the  possibility  of 
this  being  damaging  to  the  filters  was  investigated  and  rejected. 

(iii) lt  was  thought  that  the  poor  effluent  might  be  due  to  soaps 
and  detergents  holding  organic  matter  in  suspension  but  it  was  shown  in 
the  laboratory  that  chemical  coagulation  was  little  more  effective  than 
simple  settlement  in  reducing  the  amount  of  solid  material  in  suspen¬ 
sion*  and  the  effect  of  soap  was  therefore  not  important. 

(iv)  It  was  demonstrated  that  very  high  concentrations  of  brine 
arrived  at  the  works  following  regeneration  of  water  softening  plant  at 
the  laundries  and  it  was  again  thought  that  the.  biological  activity  of 
the  filter  beds  might  be  impaired  thereby.  However,  expert  advice  dis¬ 
counted  this. 

(v)  Apparatus  was-  obtained  to  enable  on  the  spot  testing  of  eff¬ 
luent  quality  and  the  effect  of  arduous  routine  cleansing  of  the  works 
was  carefully  observed.  At  the  same  time  a  device  was  fitted  .to  ensure 
that  one  third  of  the  sewage  was  directed  to  the  old  filters  and  tv.ro 
thirds  to  the  new,  this  being  the  design  recommendation.  Once  again, 
no  significant  improvement  in  the  effluent  was  observed. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  a  joint  meeting  was  held  with  representa¬ 
tives- of  the  East  Suffolk  and  Norfolk  River  Board  and  it  was  agreed 
that  the  effect  of  ro-ciroulation  of  the  effluent  would  be  investigated 
but  that  the  filters  would  first  be  closely  examined  for  any  mechanical 
or  engineerin  fault.  It  will  be  known  that  the  examination  did  reveal 
several  such  faults  and  that  remedial  measures  are  now  proceeding  which 
.should,  at  .last,  produce  a  satisfactory  conclusion. 

(c)  water  Supply 

Council’s  hpadworks  at  •licklewood  supply  chalk,  bore  water  to  the 
District  as  well  as  to  part  of  .  Forehoe  an£  .Henstead  District, 
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Having  been  softened  to  approximately  10  degrees  of  hardness  the 
v/ater  is  of  high  quality.  All  samples  examined  bac teriologically  were 
satisfactory.  The  fluoride  concentration  is  low,  varying  from  none  to 
0.2  parts  per  million,  and  there  is  therefore  a  clear  tase  for  adjust¬ 
ing  the  concentration  to  one  part  per  million,  this  being  the  optimum 
level  for  sound  dental  health. 

The  resin  in  the  base  exchange  softening  plant  was  changed  in  Sep¬ 
tember  and  subsequent  performance  has  been  extremely  satisfactory. 

(d)  Food  Hygiene  and  Meat  Inspection 

Particular  attention  was  given  to  food  hygiene  enforcement  during 
the  early  summer  when  the  final  extent  of  the  Aberdeen  typhoid  outbreak 
was  uncertain.  The  effort  began  with  enquiries  into  the  possibility  of 
suspect  corned  beef  having  been  distributed  in  Wymondham  but  none  was 
f  ound. 

It  is  of  interest  that  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  require  lower 
minimum  standards  of  hygiene  in  mobile  shops  than  in  conventional  food 
premises.  Since  mobile  trading  appears  to  be  on  the  increase,  it  is  to 
be  hoped  that  this  anomaly  will  soon  be  removed. 

(  e)  Public  Health  Nuisances 


It  is  an  important  part  of  the  duty  of  this  Department  to  see  that 
situations  prejudicial  to  health  are  corrected  but  it  is  not  here  inten¬ 
ded  to  go  into  the  matter  in  detail.  However,  one  problem  needs  atten¬ 
tion.  Intensive  animal  husbandry  exists  in  close  asaociation  with  other 
dwellings  and  it  appears  that  in  many  cases  no  planning  objection  can 
legally  be  raised  to  further  development  of  this  sort.  Nuisance  is 
usually  concerned  with  smell  or  fly  breeding  and  it  is  likely  that  this 
will  prove  an  increasing  problem.  The  Rural  District  Councils  Associa¬ 
tion  expressed  concern,  during  the  year,  about  this  matter  and  it  is 
greatly  to  be  hoped  that  suitable  power  will  soon  be  vested  in  the  plann 
ing  authorities. 


HEALTH  EDUCATION 


It  will  be  clear  from  my  introductory  remarks  that  I  see  the  present 
day  threat  to  the  public  health  as  stemming  from  a  faulty  mode  of  life 
rather  than  from  the  old.  whipping  horse,  the  faulty  environment.  If  this 
is  true,  then  a  public  health  authority  should  be  at  least  as  concerned 
with  health  education  as  v/ith  environmental  control.  It  is  therefore 
with  regret  that  I  have  to  report  that  no  progress  was  made  in  this 

field  in  1964. 


CONCLUSION 


I  am  grateful  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Council  and  the  Chairman  and 
members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  enc ouragement  through¬ 
out  the  year. 

I  would  like  also  to  acknowledge  the  co-operation  of  the  Clerk  of 
the  Council,  and  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  as  well  as  all  those 
other  members  of  the  staff  at  Wymondham  and  the  Norwich  office  who  have 
always  shown  themselves  eager  to  contribute  to  the  care  of  the  public 
health.

During  the  year  under  review  A  families,  comprising  10  persons  were 
displaced  from  unfit  houses  and  rehoused  by  the  Council.

Very  little  action  was  taken  during  the  year  to  deal  with  sub-standard 
houses.  There  are  still  houses  very  near  the  town  centre  without  proper 
drainage  and  with  no  piped  water  within  the  house.  A  determined  effort  is 
required  to  rehouse  people  from  these  worn  out  dwellings  and  to  clear  the 
sites  for  the  erection  of  new  dwellings. 

New  Housing  Progress. 

During  the  year  63  dwellings  were  completed,  14  by  the  Council  and  31 
by  private  enterprise. 

The  position  with  regard  to  post-war  housing  at  the  31st  December  19&4 
was  that  a  grand  total  of  703  units  of  habitation  had  been  completed  and 
occupied,  15  temporary  and  383  permanent  dwellings  provided  by  the  Council 
and  307  by  private  enterprise.  The  dwellings  built  by  the  Council  are  made 
up  as  follows :-

New1  Housing  Progress. 

Speculative  building  proceeded  at  a  steady  pace  during  the  year  on  three 
sites  in  the  town.  Fifty  one  houses  were  completed  by  private  enterprise; 
the  previous  highest  figure  was  in  1953  when  49  houses  were  erected.  At  the 
close  of  the  year  a  further  71  were  under  construction. 

The  Council  completed  fourteen  during  the  year  and  a  further  six  were 
under  construction  on  the  31st  December  1964. 

Total  Housinp  Accommodation  in  the  District . 

At  t’he  31st  December  1964  the  total  number  of  dwellings  in  the  urban 
area  was  2179  including  those  occupied  in  connection  with  a  business,  i.e.

WATER 

Town  Supply 


The  statutory  supply  area  of  the  Urban  Council's  water  undertaking  is  the 
whole  of  the  Urban  District  and  approximately  950  acres  within  the  Rural 
District  of  Forehoe  oc  Henstead.  In  addition  about  31,000,000  gallons  of  water 
is  supplied  in  bulk  annually  to  the  latter  Rural  District. 

V  .  . 

The  total  mileage  of  mains  under  the  control  of  the  Council  is  25^  miles, 
which  includes  nil 6  of  3"  main  laid  in  Burnt  House  Lane  during  the  year. 

The  pumping  station  is  situated  at  Wicklewood  in  the  Rural  District  of 
Forehoe  &  Henstead.  The  headworks  comprise  five  12"  boreholes  approximately 
300  ft.  in  depth.*  Each  borehole  is  capable  of  yielding  10,000  gallons  per 
hour.  The  normal  average  rest  level  is  73'7"  and  the  pumping  level  (at  8,000 
g.p.H. )  93' 6".  The  concrete  reseryoir  has  a  capacity  of  24-0,000  gallons,  the 
top  water  level  being  226ft.  above  ordnance  datum.  The  water  is  softened, 
aerated  and  chlorinated.  The  capacity  of  the  "Permutit"  Base  Exchange 
Softening  Plant  per  regeneration  was  designed  for  101,800  gallons  of  raw 
water  with  a  hardness  of  26.2°  to  be  reduced  to  zero  and  giving  an  output  of 
139,000  gallons  of  blended  water  with  a  residual  hardness  of  7  .  Chlorination 
of  the  water  supply  is  by  an  automatic  gas  type  instrument  in  phase  with  the 
pumps. 

Softening  Plant. 

The  efficiency  of  the  softening  plant  continued  to  be  a  matter  for 
concern  and  in  July  the  Council  decided  to  change  the  resin  at  a  cost  of 
approximately  £1,170.  .  ... 

It  was  estimated  that  the  saving  in  salt  over  twelve  months  would  be  at 
lease  £1,322.

noting  on  the  advice  of  the  Permutit  Company  the  Council  decided  to  acid 
wash  the  new  resin  at  six  monthly  intervals. 

The  new  resin  was  placed  in  the  softening  plant  on  the  21st  and  22nd 
September  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  31st  December  1964-  the  output  per 
regeneration  was  135,000  gallons ;  the  consumption  of  salt  being  approximately 
4-0  lbs.  per  regeneration  less  than  the  original  design  figure. 


Extension  of  Mains. 


New  mains  were  laid  during  the  year  as  follows:- 

From  Silfield  Street  through  Burnt  House 

Lane  810  yds.  3"  asbestos  main. 

Regrouping  of  Water  Undertakings . 

The  Council  gave  consideration  to  a  report  of  a  meeting,  attended  by 
representatives  of  the  Council,  and  held  at  the  Shirehouse,  Norwich  on  the 
18th  February  1964  and  it  was  resolved  to  support  in  principle  the 
recommendations  that  the  requirements  of  the  North  and  North  West  Group  and 
Southern  Group  as  proposed  by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  later  Board  for  each  could  best  be  served 
by  a  single  group. 

Distribution  System. 

Fractures  in  water  mains  occurred  as  follows  during  the  year:- 

3"  mains  -  Bait  Hill,  Vimy  Ridge  and  Ketts  Close 

4"  mains  -  Wood  Lane  and  Green  Lane 

Sampling. 

A  total  of  25  samples  of  water  was  taken  from  various  sections  of  the 
distribution  system  for  bacterialogical  examination  and  in  each  case  the 
result  was  satisfactory.

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  AND  SEWERAGE . 

Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

Your  Medical'  Officer  of  Health  has  covered  the  problems  and 
investigations  carried  out  during  the  year  at  the  Disposal  Works. 

Considerable  time  was  devoted  to  the  carrying  out  of  investigations  and 
the  taking  of  numerous  samples.  Various  possibilities  for  failure  of  the 
Biological  Filters. were  discussed  with  the  Consulting  Engineers  and  Public 
Analyst  and  these  were  followed  up;  on  one 'occasion  the  question  of  laundry 
wastes  was  referred  to  the  Water  Pollution  Research  Laboratory. 

On  the  4th  November  a  River  Board  Official  took  statutory  samples  of 
the  effluents  and  on  the  7th  December  the  Chairman  of  the  Council,  Chairman 
of  the  Public  Health  Committee  and  Officials  of  the  Council  (including 
Consulting  Engineer)  met  representatives  of  the  River  Board  to  discuss  the 
question  of  the  unsatisfactory  effluent.  The  result  of  this  meeting  was 
that  the  Council  was  requested  to  expedite  the  proposed  remedial  measures  as 
the  Board  would  be  compelled  to  review  the  position  in  4  months'  time. 

A  member  of  a  Firm  of  Consulting  Chemical  Engineers  who  were  carrying 
out  investigations  for  a  neighbouring  authority  visited  the  works.  He 
suggested  a  physical  check  of  the  works  with  special  reference  to  the  filters 
to  see  that  they  were  draining  properly  and  that  there  was  no  flooding. 

Some  of  the  media  was  removed  from  the  beds  and  it  was  found  that  the 
floors  of  the  filters  were  flooded  and  it  seemed  apparent  that  in  the 
circumstances  the  ventilation  of  the  filters  would  also  be  at  fault. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  the  Council  had  instructed  their  Consulting 
Engineers  to  carry  out  work  to  remedy  the  faulty  floor  drainage  and  improve 
the  ventilation  of  the  filters. 
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Sewerage  System. 


The  question  of  extending  the  sewerage  system  to  serve  properties,  on 
cesspool  drainage,  in  Greenland  avenue  and  Tuttles  Lane  received  the  further 
consideration  of  the  Council.  The  Public  Health  Engineer's  Department  of 
the  Norfolk  County  Council  was  invited  to  act  as  Consultants  and  prepare  a 
scheme  for  sewering  the  area  in  question. 

Cesspools. 

Your  Council  has  no  scheme  in  operation  for  the  emptying  of  cesspools; 
arrangements  are  made  with  the  adjoining  Rural  District  Council  to  empty 
cesspools  when  necessary;  the  owners  of  properties  concerned  paying  the  R.D.C. 
direct  for  the  service. 

Refuse  Collection  &  Disposal. 

The  co -lection  of  household  refuse  is  carried  out  by  direct  labour.  One 
motor  vehicle,  a  12  cub.  yd.  "Karrier"  continued  to  give  good  service.

Opinion 

The  organic  quality  of  this  water  is  good  and  there  is  no  chemical  evidence 
of  pollution.  This  water  was  last  analysed  in  January  1963  (our  certificate 
P.A03)  and  its  analytical  characteristics  have  hardly  altered  since  then.  The 
total  hardness  of  the  water  is  about  25  Clark,  almost  all  of  which  is  temporary. 
There  is  a  trace  of  iron  present,  which  needs  to  be  removed  because  otherwise  it 
would  be  a  nuisance  to  consumers.  With  this  reservation,  this  water  is  in  our 
opinion  suitable  for  use  as  a  public  supply.
